Laurentian University Appoints New Direc- 
tors of Academic Staff Relations and Aca- 
demic Planning 

Laurentian University has announced the appointment of Dr. Herman F. 
Falter, Professor in the Department of Chemistry, as the new Director of Academic 
Staff Relations for a three-year period beginning September 30, 199 1 . Reporting to 
the Vice-President, Academic, Dr. Falter will become the chief negotiator and 
administrator of the University's collective agreement with the Laurentian Univer- 
sity Faculty Association (LUFA). 

"Laurentian University is pleased to appoint so highly respected a member of 
the academic community as Dr. Falter to this position," said Dr. Paul Cappon, Vice- 
President, Academic. "His appointment will assist us in establishing enhanced 
relations with our academic staff." 

Dr. Falter's association with Laurentian University extends over three dec- 
ades. He received his Bachelor of Science degree from Laurentian in 1964, and was 
awardedaPh.D. in Chemistry by the University of Cincinnati in 1968. He has been 
a faculty member in Laurentian's Departmentof Chemistry since 1970, achieving the 
rank of Full Professor in 1982. 

The University has also name Patricia Hennessy to the position of Director of 
Academic Planning and Legal Affairs. She will report to the Vice-President, 
Academic and assist him in planning and developing new academic initiatives. She 
will also play an important role in helping the Vice-President, Academic to establish 
an advisory committee on health sciences for the Sudbury community, and will assist 
in staffing other programs under the direction of Laurentian faculty. Ms. Hennessy 
will also support the new Director of Academic Staff Relations in his role. She will 
report to Laurentian University's President on legal matters. 

Patricia Hennessy received her LL.B . from Osgoode Hall Law School in 1 979. 
After four years in private practice in Toronto, Ms. Hennessy joined 
Laurentian University in 1985 as Manager of Academic Staff 
Relations. In 1989 she was promoted to Director of Academic Staff 
Relations and Legal Affairs. 

Ms, Hennessy is active in a number of professional organiza- 
tions and is on the Executive of the Canadian Association of 
University Solicitors.

Collin James in concert at Laurentian University 

Is SGA spending student money responsibly? 



"Hey, wasn't that a party! But, 
why the hell did my Collin James ticket 
cost $22?" 

That's the question hosts of peo- 
ple have been asking themselves this 
past week. I attended the Collin James 
concert and had a really good time but 
22 bucks was pretty steep. I was lucky. 
I got one of the free tickets given out to 
Lambda staff members. Even though it 
was an enjoyable concert, I don't think 
that I would have paid that price to go. 
That seems to have been the attitude of 
a number of other students as well. The 
question is why? 

First of all the SGA felt it neces- 
sary to pay Collin James almost twice 
as much as he usually gets to play 
Sudbury. A local source in the enter- 
tainment industry told Lambda that 
Collin James is usually paid around 
sixteen thousand dollars but the SGA 
paid him 30 thousand. In addition to 
that, Collin James rider was three 
thousand, the stage cost 9 thousand, 
and Henry Lee Summer cost 3 thousand. 
So far that comes to a total of forty-five 
thousand dollars and we haven't even 
included the cost of lights, electricity, 
security, or promotion. It suffices to say 
that the cost of the show was well over 
sixty thousand dollars. At twenty two 
buck a ticket that puts the break even 
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Scotiabank chalks up a unioye 
no-fee banking package for students.

point at around 2700 tickets sold. The 
show only attracted 1342 paying cus- 
tomers. 

At the time of publication 
Lambda was unable to gather the entire 
financial figures for the concert The 
question is not, did endless summer loose 
money but, how much money did end- 
less summer loose? With money received 
through attendance there is a thirty thou- 
sand dollar shortfall. We must remem- 
ber though that SGA was selling beer 
and coolers at the concert which would 
help make up much of the shortfall. 
Director of Finance, Bryon Moore, has 
told me that the fact that Much Music 
filmed the conceit does not translate into 
financial remuneration for SGA. It is 
valuable because national exposer like 
this is good publicity for the University 
and for Sudbury. 

What is really at issue is not 
whether Endless Summer did or should 
make money. In the past, this conceit 
has never been expected to be a fund 
raising exercise. The purpose is to bring 
a head line group or singer to Laurentian 
for the enjoyment of the Student body. 
What is at issue is whether SGA is 
spending thousands of student dollars in 
a responsible fashion. Was it worth the 
money to bring Collin James, who is not 
really standard fare for your average 18 
year old, to Laurentian? Was 

Collin James worth the 22 dollar/ 
ticket price-tag? For many stu- 
dents it wasn't. A lot of people 
have told me that they did not feel 
that 22 bucks was worth it One 
person even said that it seems that 
each successive SGA council 
seems to take pride in throwing 
more student money away than 
the last The issue of SGA ac- 
countability is one that must be 
taken seriously by the student 
body. 

Out of all this there is one thing 
that is certain. I don't believe that 
anyone can accuse SGA of not 
putting out a good effort. SGA, 
especially Mark Green and Bryon 
Moore, worked very hard to get 
Endless Summer and many other 
SGA events off the ground. I just 
hope that they ensure that they are 
not reckless with student money.

SGA held their first general 
meeting at 5:30 on Tuesday Sep- 
tember 17. The meeting was pri- 
marily a get-to-know each other 
affair to discus routine matters for 
future operations. SGA President, 
Mark Green expressed a hope that 
SGA will become more than just a 
social event organizer. He would 
like to see SGA play a much greater 
role in assisting students with any 
problems they may have over 
courses, OS AP, or any other diffi- 
culties that occur. 

The executive members of SGA 
also invited any SGA members 
who are interested in becoming 
involved with SGA committees.

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Tips on dealing with someone 
with a Mobility Impairment

As more people with disabilities enter into mainstream society, and specifi- 
cally education, we all have an increased probability of having to deal with people 
having a disability such as mobility impairment. 

Someone having a mobility impairment is a person who has any impairment 
of joints, muscles and/or nerve connections resulting in: temporary or ongoing pain; 
reduced range of movement and/or balance; reduced ability to manipulate objects or 
move about their environment Mobility impairments are some of the most visible 
types of disabilities, so people with these types of disabilities get the most attention, 
both wanted and unwanted. Students with mobility problems do not need pity; we 
only need understanding and patience from peers as well as professors, administra- 
tors and staff members. 

Here are some ways that you can accommodate the needs of someone with 
a mobility impairment so that we can go about our daily lives with as much ease and 
dignity as you: 

Professors and administrator should try to be sympathetic to a request for a room 
change for a class or exam. There is usually a good reason for the request. 
When talking to someone in a wheelchair for any length of time, kneel down so that 
the person in the wheelchair does not have to be looking up constantly. 
Remember that a student with a mobility impairment is not any different intellectu- 
ally than you; they are only sitting all of the time. After all they are in university as 
well. 

Do not assume that because someone has a mobility impairment that they need your 
help. If you think someone may need help, avoid the urge to rush to their aid. Ask 
if they need assistance. This applies both in and out of the classroom. 
People in wheelchairs cannot take the stairs if the elevator arrives on their floor full. 
Remember this, and walk the last few flights, especially at peak usage times such as 
lunch and quitting time, the exercise will make you feel better than you have in years. 
If students access to the rear of a classroom only, assistance with getting to the front 
or clearer and more complete blackboard notes would be helpful. 
To fully understand and accept anything one must raise questions. This is the case 
with disabilities as well. For professors to adequately understand the needs of 
someone in their classroom with a mobility impairment he/she must ask questions. 
A student will ask questions to understand the requirements of the course, so 
professors should not be afraid to ask questions of special need students so that they 
can provide the course requirements tot he best of their ability and have the same 
chances of success as fellow students. In most cases a person with a disability will 
approach professors and arrange a meeting to explain any needs we may have such 
as a volunteer form the class to photocopy lecture notes, otherwise professors should 
approach students, perhaps after class. 

Dignity is something that most people take for granted, as well as the ease with which 
most people carry on the activities of daily living. Keeping in mind the above hints 
and the fact that people with mobility impairments are people First will make your 
experiences with these people much less stressful and awkward for both parties and, 
who knows, you may both learn something.

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The Morality of Wealth

"The sacred need only be recognized to yield its power." 

Is it all too easy to depress a button on the television converter whereby 
absolving oneself of uncomfortable third world images? Do we of ten just flip over 
the ugly pictures or more somber print which focuses on poverty, political 
injustice and suffering in our regular newspapers and magazines? When we board 
the city bus do we not avoid like a plague the opportunity of sitting beside, across 
from or even near to the local "bag-lady" or other such less blessed souls? 

For all these Questions and others like them, I was and regrettably remain 
too often the one who would answer "yes". However, just as a spark brings the 
first light, in a void of lightness, I know that people can be aroused from their 
ignorant comfort and that great change is possible. My name is Phil Andrews and 
I am a fourth year student in the arts here at Laurentian. The past spring myself 
and and two other Laurentian students Robert Dumais and Carole Anne Lari vier, 
participated in a mission in Central America with the blessing and sponsorship of 
the University of Sudbury. The experience that we absorbed there challenged all 
of us and it is something that each one of us struggle with and draw strength from 
every day. 

The experience was oriented for Canadian university students and people 
otherwise affiliated in some way with us. In all, 4 1 people from the age seventeen 
to sixty something made up our group which truly spanned personality types from 
Mother Teresa to Norm Peterson. The mission was centered in Cuernavara, 
Mexico but encompassed Honduran, Nicaraguan and Guatemalan experiences 
and people. 

The program we were members of was called CCIDD. This stood for the 
Cuernavaca Center for Intercultural Dialogue and Development. The CCIDD 
mission experience focused on three areas: poverty, bad politics and social 
justice/oppression. Admittedly the ecumenical program operated with a socialist 
ideological framework. However, such only conditioned what one learned there 
if that happened to be your own political disposition or desire. 

The mission itself was a remarkable life and learning experience. For the 
first time, I was forced to observe, to touch and to smell bloated belly babies, dotted 
with flies. I could not turn the page and escape learning that as I grumbled at $7 per 
hour, the legal minimum wage in Mexico (should the North American free trade 
arrive), would stand at a militarily enforced $4 per day for a ten hour (break-less) 
day. Finally, in the same way that ones skin crawls when our personal speaking 
space is violated, I personally learned that death squads who would cut of a man's 
tongue and ears, make him eat them, and then pour acid on him to erase his identity 
- while he was still living - would be accepted as a matter of factly, as the light of 
day. Finally, I awoke to appreciate that my comfort and reverse ignorance was 
likewise predicated on the oppression, discomfort and reverse ignorance of the 
poor third world souls before me. 

CLUB DAYS ARE COMING 

On the Tuesday and Wednesday, October 1st and 2nd, Club Days will be 
in the Bowling Alley (Arts Building). 

Each year Student Services makes arrangements for Club Day, and this 
year, as aresult of a suggestion from students, we've extended the vent to a second 
day. 

Club Days offer an opportunity for clubs to recruit new members, and new 
students have a chance to find out what is going on.

We look forward to seeing you all at Club Days and getting involved in life 
at Laurentian. 
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For myself at least, the mission made the world a much smaller place. Since 
we have our own poor, our own Canadian social injustices and our own Canadian 
Political difficulties, it is often easier to address our own ills before we look at the 
distant El Salvador or such. This indeed is partially true, for as a spark is the start 
of light, addressing Sudbury"s Minto Street Soup Kitchen crowd is just as concrete 
a step as is sending a cheque to OXFAM. However, this differentiation between our 
and their poor no longer holds for me. As a History and Political Science Major, 
I studied and understand why and how our worlds political boundaries exist in their 
current state. They are the artificial lines drawn years ago by individuals whose 
rationals for such decisions has often lapsed. What is the difference between 
Canada and Mexico and its terrible problems-the two lines between the northern 
and southern U.S borders. If these lines absolve us from responsibility from helping 
Mexico does this mean that a natural disaster in Quebec is a disaster for Canada 
today but something to be brushed aside should Quebec be a separate nation 
tomorrow? In my eyes the world is a much smaller place today. 

CCIDD was well balanced. It opened my eyes and the vessel that is my 
person so widely that I was challenged physically and mentally to complete my 
time there. However, for each negative shock, I was provided with another building 
block of hope. It is great to read the Bible and see for yourself the wisdom of the 
great prophets, typed in black and white. It is another thing to honestly encounter 
an individual or a place touched by God or by the Sacred Goodness, if you prefer. 
All of us were touched, opened and inspired by great people. For me a small mayor 
Tomas Diaz will always be regarded as a modern day prophet for his patience and 
his Solomon wisdom. However, the sacred need only be recognized to yield its 
power and my most profound experience might have been a ninety year-old native 
Mexican woman imploring me in her own unbelievably impoverished state to pray 
for the poor people who suffered an earthquake in the Soviet Union - though she 
had never heard of the place before. 

In any event, I am grateful I had the opportunity to struggle all summer with 
balancing what I have experienced with the life I had and have experienced here in 
Canada. I do not know what the future holds of any of us. I feel I can contribute 
on another perhaps more hands on mission. However, I have learned that life is a 
frustrating pattern of short twenty four hour days that must be seized and not 
thought about if ideas are to become reality. I also know how grateful I am to Fr. 
Ron Perron and all the other people responsible for my mission experience. I 
encourage and support anybody to reach out and touch the poor.

Question: Why this column? 

Answer: In the past few years the Library has put great emphasis on its new 
building and its equipment We now provide on-line access to much of the 
collection and we have the only colour photo-copier on campus. 

This year, we want to begin restoring our former emphasis on our 
collections and our services. Each day, the Amiable Librarian receives ques- 
tions and suggestions from users that are probably typical of the concerns of 
many others. This column, which will appear weekly, will attempt to share some 
of the more interesting interactions of the preceding week. The Amiable 
Librarian would like to thank Chris Land the editor of Lambda for making space 
available. 

If you would like to contact the Amiable Librarian, you can fill out one 
of our Question/Suggestion forms near the entrance of the library, or better still, 
seek the Amiable Librarian out You may be surprised at what you can learn. 

Question: The library should have someway of students checking their own 
individual records instead of bugging the circulation staff all the time to 
check for overdue fines and/or books. This can be done through the system 
or setting up a special terminal at the desk for students to check. This would 
be helpful to both staff and students. 

Answer: We are expecting an upgrade in system software very shortly. 
Students and faculty will be able to check their own circulation records on all 
terminals when the new upgrade is in place. 

Question: The library photocopier should be capable of reducing opera- 
tions so that 14 sheets of paper are not needed to copy a 6 page article, i.e. 
you should be able to get both book/journal pages on one sheet of copy 
paper. 

Answer: Photocopiers frustrate the Amiable Librarian too — especially when 
they break down. However your problem is easier to contend with since most 
library photocopiers — even our colour one — allow for reduction. If you 
experience any more problems, ask at the circulation desk for help.

Should Lindros Play 
in Quebec 

The decision by Eric Lindros, the young hockey phenomenon, to snub the 
Quebec Nordiques has caused some varied reactions from many different parts of 
the hockey world. Some insist that Eric is a brash, arrogant young man, intent on 
challenging the National Hockey League and it's accepted procedures. Others held 
claim that young Eric has not snubbed the Nordiques, but rather the Quebec people, 
culture, and language.

Lambda presented a rather cu- 
rious mixture of opinions and views on 
the social interaction of the sexes. It 
appears that Laurentian students defi- 
nitely did not worship the mother earth 
goddess. None the less, by examining 
the papers content from 1962 to 1963, 
one would come to a conclusion that it 
was a distinctively female patterned 
society.

If there are any mid- 
dle-aged alumni experts in the field of 
necrophylia please contact the Lambda 
office and satisfy the overbearing curios- 
ity of the young and somewhat innocent 
generation as based on your undergrad 
conduct. Or was it misconduct? 

The Laurentian men were not 
limited by their dimensions, of course. In 
fact, "various sizes and shapes" were 
fancied. However, only the "unattached" 
Laurentian men - long live morality - 
were to apply "to any unattached Co- 
ed's." No doubt this university has been 
in demand for a dating service ever since. 
Fortunately for the applicants, their in- 
tentions were to be received with "greatest 
courtesy."
